In these days of thin cream which 
refuses to whip, a solution cnlled vis 
copen will he useful, which may b» 
made at home nnd kept Indefinitely If 
well stoppered. Take five ounces of 
sugar and dissolve In ten ounces of 
water. Add six ounces of cold water 
to two ounces of quicklime and let 11 
gradually slake; then strain through a 
fine sieve, to remove unslaked parti¬ 
cles. Combine the two liquids nnd 
shake occasionally for two hours. In 
j three hours set the mixture aside to 
settle, then siphon or pour off the clear 
liquid. Store In small bottles tightly 
corked, ns the liquid nhsorb* carbonic 
acid from the air. thus darkening the 
color and reducing the strength. Keep 
either In n dark bottle or wrap the 
bottle In dark paper. Use one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful of Ihe vlseogen to 
three-fourths of a cupful of cream 
well chilled. Stir well, then heat with 
an egg-beater ns usual.

Peculiar Arrangement of Chinese Musi¬ 
cal I nstruments Said to Be Work 

of Chinese Emperor. 

The < Imrncterlstlc musical Instru¬ 
ment of l lie Chinese is a series of bam¬ 
boo tubes, the longest of which meas¬ 
ures about nine Inches, and of which 
ihe remnlnder diminish In length at 
a regular ratio, ouch being just two- 
thirds the length of tin* one before. 
This arrangement was devised by the 
Chinese—they say, by the Kmperor 
Huang-TI—on the following principle: 
Between heaven and earth there is per¬ 
fect harmony. Now, the number three 
Is the emblem of heaven nnd two of 
earth. If then two pipes or tubes tie 
made In the proportion of three to 
two, they will harmonize in tone as; 
perfectly ns earlh nnd heaven. So the 
base tube of the Instrument was made 
nine Indies long and the second two- 
thirds that length, or six inches. Of! 
course, the third has to tie two-thirds! 
the length of the second, or four j 
Inches; nnd so on. The result was 
tliut the note of the second tube was ^ 
what we call un interval of a fifth i 
above that of I he first, that of the third , 
a fifth above the second, and so on j 
through the whole range.

The signers declare that every day 
of delay in ratifying the treaty puts 
the world in ‘'imminent peril of now 
war.” 

Their statement follows: 

In the Senate at Washington, now 
that the committee on foreign rolu- 
tions has reported the treaty, the lines 
are sharply drawn between the imme¬ 
diate ratification of the treaty of peace 
with Germany, and its amendment with 
a reassembling of the conference and 
a reopening of negotiations that would 
bring great delay and prolonged un¬ 
certainty in settling the great Issues of Supreme Court, 
the peace. No partisan plea can bo 
made. Party lines are already broken. 

Standing at a distance from the 
conflict In tho Senate chamber, we 
plead for immediate ratification with¬ 
out delay. Our land requires it. A 
state of nervous strain, tension and 
unrest exists manifesting Itself in dis¬ 
turbances, which in some cases have 
no self evident connection with tho 
war, but which are, in fact, Its after- 
math. The world is put in imminent 
| peril of new wars by the lapse of each 
day. Dissensions between us and our 
former allies are being sown. We 
firmly believe and solemnly declare 
that the states and cities in which wo 
dwell desire immediate peace. 

The waging of war steadied and 
united the American people. Pence 
j will bring prosperity, and prosperity 
content. Delay in the Senate postpon 
| ing ratification in this uncertain period 
of neither peace nor war has resulted 
in indecision and doubt, bred strife and 
j quickened the cupidity of those who 
i sell the daily necessities of life and the 
fears of those whose daily wage no 
longer fills the daily market basket. 

We beseech the Sonate to give tho 
land peace and certainty by u rat Idea- 
j tion which will not keep us longer iu 
the shadows of possible wars, but give 
the whole world the light of peace. 

Reservations in the nature of clarifi¬ 
cations in the meaning of the treaty, 
not Inconsistent with Its terms, will 
not require the reopening of the nego¬ 
tiations with Germany and with our 
associates in the war, which we all 
and each united to win. 

But tiiere is no possibility of doubt 
that amendment of the treaty, as is 
now proposed by the Senate Commit¬ 
tee on Foreign Relations, would re 
quire negotiation and a reopening of 
all the questions decided at Paris. 

Months of delay would follow The 
perils of the present would become the 
deadly dangers of the near luture. All 
tlie doubt engendered would aid the 
plots for violent revolution in tills 
and other lands. The issues here and 
elsowhere between capital and labor, 
the conspiracy of speculator and prof¬ 
iteer. would all grow and become more 
perilous. 

Tills cannot be. The American peo¬ 
ple cannot, after a victorious war, per¬ 
mit its government to petition Ger¬ 
many, which lias accepted the treaty, 
for its consont to changes In the 
treaty. Yet if the United States 
should amend the treaty for its own 
purpose and policy, Germany would 
have full right to ask for concessions 
Germany has agreed to make no claim 
in regard to enemy property seized 
in this country to an amount of seven 
hundred million dollars. Our recent 
foe could ask for a reopening of tills 
issue and of the Lusitania claims. It 
could raise every question open be¬ 
fore hostilities in regard to submarine 
warfare and tho treatment of its na¬ 
tionals iu thiB country. All the pro¬ 
visions for our trade in Germany 
raised by the economic clauses of the 
treaty, many of them vital to our in¬ 
dustries and our farms, as tn dye pat¬ 
ents, dye supplies and fertilizers, ttio 
working of the Reparation Commission, 
whloh superintends the trade of all 
wkh Germany, could all be brought up 


upon that condition, compliance with 
which promise the league can require, j 

Tlie peace of the present and the ! 
righteousness of the future can be best 
secured by the ratification of the cove¬ 
nant arid treaty without amendment, 
lajt tlie Senate take no action that will 
give any party to the treaty, and espe¬ 
cially Germany, ground for maintain¬ 
ing thut tlie ratification of the United 
Slates is not complete and thut chauges 
requiring a resumption of conference 
and negotiations have been made in it.
